Second Attack 
The Collier "beer tor revenue" bill, which will be 


pushed for action In the house this week, represents 


the second direct attack on the intrenched forces et 


national prohibition. If it ran be brought to a vote 
without sacrificing its original form of amendm ents, 
lf It con be passed and lf It Is given favorable con 
alderatlon In the senate, the nation will have wit 
nessed the spectacle of a dry congress reversing Its 
attitude to comply with what haa been interpreted 
as a wet m andate from voters. 
The real proportion* of this ao-called wet m andate 
are a puzzle. L egislators cannot be blamed for be­ 
coming confnsed In their attem pts to ascertain them . 
A pparently, lf Judgment Is based on the vote for the 
repeal resolution offered the first day of the present 
congressional session, it is not overwhelm ingly for 
outright repeal, In the opinion of th e present con 
gress response to the Collier beer bill will reveal to 
a certain extent what la said about light beer being 
legalized for revenue purposes. 
C onservative guessing does not allow for any Im­ 
portant action on prohibition by th e present con 
gress, although there is a possibility. Hut It Is as 
certain as anything In gueasing can be that President 
Hoover would n ot 
be willing to approve any of the 
an tiprohibition legislation now in the offing. His 
veto on the Collier beer bill probably would kill Its 
chances In this final sesaion of the 72nd congress. 
More and m ore aa the high hopes th at aprang u,i 
after election day ar* leveled off by reality, It ap 
pears that the prohibition fight in th e existing con 
gresa Is sham. Undoubtedly, filial and serious Inter 
pretation of th e true m eaning of the wet m andate 
aiippoHcd to have been registered last Not. Sib will 
be left to the new congress to determ ine. Antl pro- 
hlbitlonlsts lost th lr first engagem ent on the question 
of outright repeal. D espite tho attractiveness of beer 
for revenue purposes, they cannot claim with any 
confidence th at they will win their fight for i t In 
addition to dry opposiiou there Is no inconsiderable 
am ount of doubt as to the wisdom it represents as 
the first legal stop In progress aw ay (rom national 
prohibition. 


Out of Politic# 
The obortive attem pt to m ake a political Issue 
of prohibition in tbs national election is revealed 
fully in the readiness of Republican w ets to support 
the Democratic repeal resolutiou In th* house of 
representative*. 
Once more prohibition is removed 
completely from tbs confines of partisanship. 
There still exists an honest difference of opinion 
concerning the safeguards to be established for dry 
states. 
It Is essentially a form of the question of 
balance of power between the federal and atate 
governments, but In present discussion of prohibi­ 
tion there is no sign that the Republican party In- 
* tends to uphold Its platform plank calling for '‘re 
vlsiort" of the lSth am endm ent to the bitter end. 
The Hoover plan, aa It haa come to be called, was 
* weakened greatly by the President's defeat. 
When the year* of dissatisfaction with proliibi 
lio n s static legislative position ars recalled, nation­ 
al confidence of imm ediate action in congress it 
little short of amazing. 
C urrent interest Is in such 
unprecedented statem ents as Speaker G ainer's, .o 
the effect th at be is willing to subm it a prohibition 
repeal resolution the opening day of congress; In 
R epresentative H ecks support of a resolution tor 
sim ple repeal, and with a general desertion of the 
w ater wagon for the band wagon. 
To be sure, there have come warning from the 
direction of the aeuate that high hopes of the wets 
are going to be shattered in that body, but they are 
. of less concern now than the spectacle of a con- 
? gress which hasn't dared to do anything about pro- 
* hibitiou but talk preparing to take action which 
* will submit an outright repeal resolution to the 
f slates. 
As recently as a year ago such things were 
mentioned only In the most sanguine prediction* of 
tnilllaut anti prohibitionists. 
A weight of public 
opinion against prohibition which has been Increas­ 
ing for more than a decade has broken its bonds ai 
* last.

Little Man and Big Man 
No man can live long in the news w ithout revealing 
the caliber of Ills charscter. 
It has been so with 
Adolf H itler. 
W ithin the last few days he haa vindicated m ass 
Judgm ent of his sm allness by his conduct in Ger­ 
m any’s governm ental crisis. 
His d ictio n s, Instead 
of bearing tho m aik of statesm anship, have been the 
unm istakable products of a popgun m entality. 
H err H itler has suffered by com parison at bis 
Judgm ent with the Judgm ent of President von Hind 
enburg, whose physical superiority is alm ost a gym 
bol of the better quality of his Judgm ent. 
T he presi­ 
dent, needless to say, did not hesitate in refusing to 
give H itler's Natioiial-Sooiallsfs the right to form a 
governm ent answ erable only to the executive. 
W hat­ 
ever dictatorship may be necessary to prevent Ger­ 
m any from flying to pieces will be exerted by stead 
ier hands than those of an opportunity to has shown 
him self to be one of Hie g reatest rabble rousers of al) 
tim es. 
It would be presum tuous to say w hat the outcom e 
of Germany a struggle for balance will be. 
T here 
are good reasons, however, for believing that Adolf 
H itler slowly is elim inating him self as a factor. 
Despite the fact th at he lias been given an opportun­ 
ity to form a governm ent, is it not possible that, as 
be him self suspects, when adroit politicians gave him 
his big chance they were confident of failure? 
The bent way to elim inate a little m an Is to m atch 
him with a big man. 
Adolf H itler as leader of a 
m ilitant m inority wan alm ost a terrifying figure In 
the reflections that reached this nation. 
T aken out 
of his environm ent and allowed to betray him self 
in the company of really im portant figures, his m en­ 
tal proportions dw indle to the size of the Charley 
C haplin m ustache he afreets. 
It is not Im possible 
th a t he may continue to be an Im portant factor In 
Germ an politics for years to come, but at this tim e 
It seem s highly Improbable.
